Senate  Bill  384:  Alcoholic  Beverages  &  Hours  of 
Sale 

Currently,  the  state's  Alcoholic  Beverage  Control  Act  bans  the  sale  of  alcohol 
between  the  hours  of  2  a.m.  and  6  a.m.  A  violation  is  a  misdemeanor  offense.  SB 
384  would  allow  an  on-sale  licensee  to  apply  to  the  Department  of  Alcoholic 
Beverage  Control  (ABC)  to  authorize  the  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages  at  licensed 
premises  between  the  hours  of  2  a.m.  and  4  a.m.,  under  the  specified 
requirements  of  the  local  jurisdiction  in  which  the  licensee  is  located.  Join  us  to 
learn  more  about  this  proposed  legislation  and  to  discuss  if  later  operating  hours 
would  benefit  specific  areas  of  DTLA.
